Trustees ratify 
teacher salary 
hike agreement

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District last night ratified a teacher- 
approved contract settlement ending 
months of negotiations and bringing at 
least temporary peace to the labor 
scene 
In a dramatic night meeting arranged 
after a day of scrambling, the trustees 
voted 4-0 to incorporate a six per cent 
salary increase into the teachers’ salary 
schedule. On hand for the vote were 
trustees Gail Steiger, Barbara Berg, 
Karl Braun and Jack Helman. Trustee 
Richard K. Jacoby was absent. 
The raise, effective yesterday, sets the 
minimum salary for a beginning teacher 
at $9,318; the maximum without a 
masters degree at $18,037; and the max­ 
imum with a masters degree at $18,657. 
The latter figure includes a six per cent 
raise in the bonus for a masters degree. 
The trustees convened at 9:07 p.m., 
heard details of the increase, voted and 


Ford meets 
with 16 
governors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford met with 16 governors today to out­ 
line the possible record natural gas shor­ 
tages expected this winter and explain 
administration proposals for easing the 
problem by ending federal price con­ 
trols. 
Ford also asked the governors for their 
ideas about what to do. Gov. Milton J. 
Shapp of Pennsylvania responded by 
criticizing present 
administration 
energy policies as a “$32 billion a year 
consumer ripoff.” 
Shapp issued a statement saying 
Ford’s oil, coal and natural gas deregula­ 
tion policies — all of which increase con­ 
sumer prices — will amount to a hidden 
tax of $440 a year for every American 
family. 
He called for tighter federal and state 
controls to spread shortages evenly 
without raising prices. 
The Federal Power Commission today 
announced it will let some industries buy 
essential natural gas directly from 
producers for the next two winters at 
whatever price the market will bear. 
The FPC said this easing of interstate 
gas price ceiling regulations should help 
stimulate new supplies of the scarce 
fuel. But commissioner William L. 
Springer dissented with the policy an­ 
nouncement, saying it was “an attempt 
by the commission to deregulate the 
price of natural gas at the production 
level.” 
Ford and many of his energy advisers 
have shown a strong preference for 
removing federal allocation and price 
controls, letting higher prices determine 
the distribution of scarce fuels in the 
marketplace. 
The President’s threatened veto of 
Congress’ oil price control bill would do 
that for oil and gasoline, and administra­ 
tion sources said the most attractive op­ 
tions for a new natural gas policy would 
work much the same way. 
Natural gas supplies this winter are 
expected to fall short of demand by 15 
per cent, his energy advisers have 
warned. Ford called in 16 governors to 
talk about it. 
Nineteen governors were invited but 
three were unable to attend the session 
at which Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank Zarb was expected to outline the 
seriousness of the natural gas predica­ 
ment. 


adjourned five minutes later. On hand in 
the audience were only a handful of

The meeting hour was scheduled short­ 
ly after 8 p.m., after word that the Cer­ 
tificated Employe Council had voted to 
accept the district’s offer of six per cent. 
Earlier, key votes had been taken by 
Lompoc 
Education 
A ssociation's 
representative council, duplicating a 
vote of acceptance the day before within 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers. 
The six per cent raise was exactly 
what the schnl board had offered for the 
past month or longer, but the application 
of the raise entirely to the salary 
schedule with none for extra fringe 
benefits was a change from the past. In a 
string of negotiation sessions, the 
board’s chief negotiator, Assistant 
Superintendent Alice Milligan had of­ 
fered a maximum of six per cent, split, 
four per cent for salary raises and two 
for extra fringe benefits. The old figure 
of $481 for a variety of fringe benefits, 
ihus remains unchanged. 
The school board’s decision to permit 
the entire six per cent to be applied lo 
salaries was believed to be a last minu«.e 
concession to teachers. 
Although the actions bring peace to the 
school labor scene, the peace may be 
only on the surface. In a blistering state­ 
ment by the CEC accompanying the an­ 
nouncement of acceptance, the CEC 
declared: “This acceptance is made 
with extreme reluctance for the follow­ 
ing reasons:” and there followed these 
points in part: “A six per cent salary 
adjustment is totally inadequate to 
maintain purchasing power when the an­ 
nual inflation rate is 12-15 per cent. 
“By offering an increase so small that 
teachers are forced to take it all in 
salaries, the board has failed to address 
itself to the health needs of its employes. 
“The board has adopted unnecessary 
punitive emergency policies. These 
policies were unilaterally and arbitrarily 
adopted over the objections of the CEC. 
Some of these policies are uncon­ 
stitutional ; all are antiteacher. 
“...the board has refused to adopt a 
procedure for selecting a fair and impar­ 
tial fact finding panel to make recom­ 
mendations with respect to the impasse 
resulting from the meet and confer 
process.” 
Then in a final paragraph the CEC 
declared: “The combination of these 
events leads teachers to the conclusion 
that a board we once respected for its 
fairness to all constituents has now 
become enamored with the California 
School Board Association antiteacher 
propaganda, has forgotten to look at 
facts and to seek genuine input from the 
large body of certificated employes.” 
Officials of LFT, said on Tuesday they 
would make an announcement Thursday, 
presumably going into specifics on a 
demonstration which was planned during 
the orientation week finale which winds 
down tomorrow. A rumor circulated 
Wednesday that teachers planned to 
walk out during an orientation address 
by Gail Steiger, board president. Steiger 
is scheduled to speak to an assembly of 
teachers at Cabrillo High School at 9 
a.m. tomorrow. She will be followed by 
school superintendent, Dr. Clarence 
Bloom. 
Steiger, who is president of the school 
board, was initially reluctant to respond 
to questioning on the CEC statement this 
morning. However, she conceded the 
need to make some response: “The ac­ 
tions of the board were legal, based on 
advice of the county counsel and within 
the framework of the law and sound con­ 
tingency planning.” 
The references were believed to be to 
school board policies on campus security 
which were adopted some months ago by 
the board. 
Emergency military 
meeting in Portugal 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - Portugal’s 
three military rulers held an emergency 
meeting with their armed forces chiefs 
today in another effort to solve the ex­ 
plosive crisis intensified by a mammoth 
Communist demonstration in Lisbon. 
A roaring crowd of 35,000 Communists 
marched through the streets of Lisbon 
Wednesday night shouting their support

food poisoning 


An “intensive investigation” is under 
way at Vandenberg Air Force Base to 
track down the cause of food poisoning 
that felled 75 diners at a retirement din­ 
ner. 
No one was seriously afflicted and no 
one was hospitalized. 
A statement issued today by the Air 
Force to clarify an anonymous tip to the 
Record yesterday, declared: “Medical 
authorities and local officials at 
Vandenberg stated Wednesday that 
about 75 persons who were attending a 
retirement party Saturday night at the 
Base NCO Club, have reported ex­ 
periencing similar symptoms indicative 
of food-borne illness. All of the symp­ 
toms disappeared within 24 to 36 hours 
after they were first reported ... A 
thorough review of foodstuffs, sanitation 
conditions and food handling procedures 
has been implemented.”

The all-night talks ended at dawn. 
Then, at 11 a.m., the three men closeted 
themselves with the heads of the three 
service branches and a delegation from 
the Revolutionary Council. 
No official communique was issued 
about either meeting, but government 
sources said the three men, who are1 
divided among themselves, were again 
seeking to break the political deadlock 
that has split the armed forces. 
The talks were given an air of urgency 
by news that the central military region 
commander, Brig. Franco Charais, has 
decided to keep his troops on maneuvers. 
The brigadier ordered his troops out 
when the crisis reached a sensitive level 
Saturday. 


Decontrol compromise dead 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The White House today virtually ruled out any hope 
of compromise between Congress and President Ford over the decontrol of oil 
prices. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield was to meet with Ford Friday in 
an 11th hour attem pt to persuade Ford not to veto Congress’ extension of the 
price controls, which are scheduled to expire at midnight Sunday. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen presented his pessimistic assessment of Man­ 
sfield’s chances as the White House received the congressional bill to extend oil 
controls for six more months rather than let them expire Sunday. 
Ford has promised to veto that bill and Nessen said the President probably 
would not act before Labor Day. 
Asked about the possibility that Ford and Mansfield might be able to work 
out a compromise, Nessen said he would be “ much more than skeptical’’ 
because “there just isn’t anything in the works ” 
Earlier, he said “ the door here is always open for members of Congress to 
come and state their views ... but there’s nothing on the horizon” that might 
change the President’s veto plans. 


Congressional sources sa«d Wednesday Mansfield would base his plea to Ford 
on the theory that if the President vetoes the extension and the veto is 
sustained the effect would be devastating to the economy. 


Before it went into recess for August, Congress passed a measure extending 
federal price controls on most oil for six more months. Ford, who believes an 
increase in oil prices will cut down consumption, has said he will veto it The 
current oil price controls expire at midnight Sunday. 


The bill was scheduled to go to the White House today but Mansfield ordered 
it held in Congress until after his meeting with Ford. 
GOP sources have expressed private doubts they could muster the 33 Senate 
votes considered necessary to sustain a veto. There were indications the House 
might vote to override a veto if the Senate did so first. 
By removing federal price controls from domestic crude oil. prices would 
more than double - from $5 25 to about $13 - for 60 per cent of the oil produced 
in the United States, causing gasoline prices to go up an estimated 3 to 7 cents a 
gallon.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Negotiators 
representing Southern California super­ 
market owners and the Retail Clerks 
Union have been sum m oned to 
Washington for a high-level effort to 
avert a widespread food industry strike 
next week. 
William Usery, director of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Service, 
Wednesday asked executive officers 
from nine union locals and leaders of the 
Food Employers Council to meet in his 
office Friday morning. 
He also invited Wayne Horowitz, 
chairman of a nationwide Joint Labor- 
Management Committee of the Retail 
Food Industry, who served as a special 
factfinder in a dispute between the 
clerks and food industry management 
two years ago. 
Usery warned in telegrams to both 
sides that a strike could have “national 
significance” as well as “a serious im­ 
pact on the general public and the 
economy of the entire Southern Califor­ 
nia area. 
Talks between the clerks and manage­ 
ment broke off Monday and union 
leaders then threatened to take 55,000 
workers in stores from San Luis Obispo 
to San Diego out on strike late next week. 
Market operators warned that they 
would respond to a strike against one 
company with a lockout at all super­ 
markets. On Wednesday some markets 
began hiring temporary employes. 


Farm labor confrontations 


reported in County areas 


Farm labor confrontations erupted in 
Lompoc and other north Santa Barbara 
County communities as the state’s new 
farm labor act went into effect. 
Sheriff’s deputies cited three United 
Farm Workers organizers yesterday for 
allegedly walking on property of Del Mar 
Packing Co., at Central Avenue and A 
Street and “interrupting agriculture 
business,” Cited were Robert Dewey 
Purcell, 27, of Santa Maria; Luis Ayala, 
56, and Antonio Betancourt, 40, both of 
Guadalupe. 
A spokesman for the UFW in Santa 
Maria, Chris Hartmire said there have 
been some arrests and some citations in 
the Santa Maria area, all stemming from 
the question of “access.” He said 
growers are permitting Teamsters 
organizers to come onto fields to recruit 
workers for their union, but banning the 
same access to UFW organizers. He said 
the question would be reviewed 
tomorrow and Saturday by the recently 
appointed Agriculture Labor Relations 
Board. 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt (UPI) - Israel 
probably will refuse to sign a proposed 
interim settlement with Egypt unless the 
U.S. Congress approves A m erican 
volunteers taking part in the peace­ 
keeping operation, a senior U.S. official 
said today. 
The official told reporters aboard the 
plane shuttling Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger from Jerusalem to Alex­ 
andria that a m assive diplom atic 
problem would ensue if Congress vetoed 
the volunteer plan. 
In Tel Aviv Israeli Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres said the presence of 
Americans on the frontline of the Middle 
East conflict will ensure the mainte­ 
nance of the new agreement expected to 
be reached today. 
The pact proposes to post at least 100 
American civilian technicians, armed 
with sidearms, in a new U.N. buffer zone 


in the strategic Mitla and Gidi passes 
that will be evacuated by Israeli forces is 
the new agreement. They are expected 
to man early warning attack stations. 


Peres said the functions previously as­ 
signed to the powerless U N. peace­ 
keeping force will “now be partially 
placed on the shoulders of a large and 
responsible superpower ...” He said this 
would add a motive for Egypt not to turn 
to another war. 


The plan calls for between 100 and 150 
Americans to set, operate and support 
the establishment of at least two manned 
and two unmanned early warning sta­ 
tions in the U.N. buffer zone between 
Israeli and Egyptian forces in the Sinai 
desert. 
The senior official said the plan was 
one of the few points not yet cleared up 
in Kissinger's negotiations between 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
Before Kissinger left Jerusalem a 
senior 
Israeli diplom atic official 
predicted the settlem ent would be 
reached before the day ended but he con­ 
ceded that negotiations on other matters 
to be kept secret will delay initialing of 
the pact until Sunday or Monday. 
Asked by rep orters whether the 
presence of Am erican technicians 
stationed as peace watchdogs between 
the Israeli and Egyptian armies in the 
Sinai desert was final. Kissinger replied.

He

for branch VV library facility

The Lompoc Public Library Board of 
Trustees voted last night to recommend 
that the county board of supervisors ac­ 
cept the lowest construction bid for the 
Village Branch Library, but three 
trustees walked in entertaining the idea 
of abandoning the project. 
When bids were opened on Aug. 15 and 
the second and lowest was $7,368 over the 
funds available to build the branch, 
chairman Ron Saladino felt the board 
could recommend one of three courses of 
action to the supervisors: cancel the 
project; accept the lowest bid and off-set 
the cost with budgeted ’75-’76 branch 
operating funds; or accept the lowest bid 
and off-set the cost with revenue sharing 
funds. 


“ I chose the first right off the bat," he 
announced, adding, “ But I’ve had some 
second thoughts.” 


Two bids were opened on Aug. 15 with 
the lowest of $42,368 by the William C. 
Ebbert Co of Vandenberg Village, which 
was $7.368 over the available building 
funds. The highest and only other bid 
submitted was for $54,130 by Fred H. 
Clyde Inc. of Santa Barbara. 
The trustees were disappointed with 
the Ebbert bid because two months ago 
William Ebbert assured his company 
could build the branch for $33,127 while 
in Dec. 1974, Ebbert assured his com­ 
pany could construct the branch for 
$29.315. 


Ebbert, however, has only submitted 
one bid offer and that was earlier this 
month for $42,368 although this was the 
second time this year bids were opened 
for the branch In May. bids were sub­ 
mitted and rejected because they were 
too high. 
Last night, trustee Sue Schwark voted 
against recommending acceptance of the 
low bid. Referring to Ebbert s bid in­ 
creases. she said after the meeting, 
“ From inform ation discussed in 
meetings it seems unreasonable for such 
an increase, and I feel there are other 
avenues.” 
Trustee Domenic Signorelli said he 
had felt the same way as Schwark, but he 
voted in favor of the motion after hear­ 
ing the reasons for Ebbert’s bid in­ 
creases. 
Trustee Lawrence Grossman, who 
made the motion, reported he had talked 
to Ebbert that day and was told the com­ 
pany’s original $29,315 bid offer was 
based on the premise it would build the 
branch and sell the building to the county 
for a “ turn-key” price, thus by-passing 
the expensive route of bidding 
In June. Ebbert said his company 
could build the branch for $33,127, but 
due to inflation and an estimate error by 
a potential subcontractor, Ebbert Co. 
finally submitted a bid of $42.368 
“ If we are ever going to build the 
branch, it will never get any cheaper 
than now.” remarked Grossman. 
Schwark commented this morning. “I 
feel the branch is needed, but I don’t feel 


the taxpayers want it at any cost .’’ 
She continued, “I feel $30 a sq ft is too 
much The building is a shell It has no 
partitions And here is no landscaping in­ 
cluded ” 


The trustees have counted on a low. 
non-profit bid from Ebbert Co. because 
they are the developers of Vandenberg 
Village and traditionally developers 
provide land and building costs at inex­ 
pensive rates for a library, according to 
library director Paul Thompson

for the branch lot

WASHINGTON IUP1I - The 
Postal Rate Commission today 
set the stage for increasing the 
minimum mailing cost of a first 
class letter to 13 cents by 
Christmas. 


The commission's split deci­ 
sion is expected to quickly 
result in a U.S. Postal Service 
boost of three cents for sending 
one ounce, first class letters 
The cost is now 10 cents. 


But the 4-1 vote, scheduled to 
be officially announced later in 
the day, did not give all the 


Postal Service requested in 
order to trim its growing 
deficits and put the service on a 
pay as-you-go course. 
while agreeing to the in­ 
crease sought for the first 
ounce, it trimmed the U.S. 
Postal Service request by one 
cent for additional ounces of 
letter weight, it was learned 
President Robert H. Bustler 
of the National Association of 
Greeting Card Publishers pro­ 
tested th e decisio n in a 
telegram to the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice board of governors 


"As the single voice speaking 
up for ordinary citizens who 
buy first class stamps, our as­ 
sociatimi wishes to register its 
strong objection to the decision 
raising permanent first class 
mail rates to 10 cents and tem­ 
porary rates to 13 cents," he 
said. 
Technically, the commission 
made permanent temporary 
rates the Postal Service im­ 
posed on March 2, 1974. By law 
the service may now set up a 
new temporary rate up to 30 per 
cent higher, after a waiting 
Sweeping new regulations 
proposed for mortuaries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Trade Commission to­ 
day proposed sweeping new 
rules for the nation’s 22,000 
funeral homes which it said 
would stop some of them from 
allegedly exploiting the "vul­ 
nerable position" of bereaved 
customers. 
Some undertakers in the $2 
billion annual industry have ap­ 
parently inflicted "substantial 
economic and emotional in­ 
juries on large numbers of con­ 
sumers,” the FTC said. 
The proposed rules would 
require diclosure of funeral 
prices and ban "various ex­ 
ploitative, unfair and deceptive 
practices.” the commission ad­ 
ded. 
At the same time, the FTC 
announced tentative accep­ 
tance of a proposed consent 
agreement under which the 
country's largest funeral ser­ 
vice operation agreed to make 
refunds to customers allegedly 
overcharged for crematory ser­ 
vices since 1971. 
Service Corporation Interna­ 
tional, which operates 139 
funeral homes in 16 states, also 
was accused of overcharging 
customers for goods and ser­ 
vices provided by others such 
as flo w e rs, p a llb e a re rs , 
cemetery and crematory ser- 


vices, clergy and obituary 
notices. 
In signing the consent agree- 
m e n t, 
th e 
f ir m , 
w ith 
headquarters in Houston, did 
not agree it had violated the 
law. A violation of the consent 
agreement could result in a 
110,000 fine 
The FTC said it would con­ 
duct public hearings and 
receive the industry’s com­ 
ments before adopting any 
rules. 
But the commission said it 
"has reason to believe that 
bereaved buyers are in an es­ 
pecially 
vulnerable position, 
and that their vulnerability has 
been exploited by undertakers 
through a variety of misre­ 
presentations, improper sales 
techniques, nondisclosure of 
vital information and interfer­ 
ences with the m arket"

W om en have better 
chance with cancer 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Women do better than men. 
whites better than blacks in surviving cancer, according to 
the National Cancer Institute. 
In a report Wednesday c h i studies covering 219,493 white 
patients and 21,088 black patients, the institute said the 
poorer survival performance among blacks ought to be 
studied further. 
The study indicated that cancers in whites may have been 
discovered earlier, providing a better chance for successful 
treatment. But even when cancers in blacks were found in 
earlier stages, the survival rates remained poorer than in 
whites whose cancers were found before they spread. 
In both races, women topped men in survival rates 
The study made comparisons in 18 specific cancers Only 
in cancer of the kidney did the racial relationship shift in 
favor of blacks. 
The study covered patients whose cancers were dis­ 
covered between 1955 and 1964 at about 100 hospitals. More 
than three-fourths of the blacks in the study were seen at 
California hospitals and at Charity Hospital in New Orleans. 
Other hospitals involved in the study were in Connecticut, 
the Boston area and six large university facilities. 
A much less favorable survival rate for black women 
breast cancer patients was reported because in 31 per cent of 
the cases the breast cancer had not spread. In white women, 
45 per cent of the time, the breast cancer was spotted before 
it spread, raising survival chances, the study said.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Police Chief Donald Scott says 
17 police cars and six motorcy­ 
cles, as well as private autos 
belonging to some officers who 
stayed on duty, were damaged 
during last week’s police strike. 


“I am not happy to make this 
report,” Scott said Wednesday 
in giving the statistics to the 
police commission. “ I am 
ashamed of this. But you can’t 
unring these bells and that's the 
ways it is.” 


Scott told the commission all 
cases of vandalism were under 
"active investigation." 


During the walkout there 
were reports of tire-slashing, 
window-breaking and other 
forms of vandalism by strikers 
as well as accounts of heavy 
drinking on the picket line. 


The chief said most of the 
damage to the cars consisted of 
slashed tires. He said 13 private 
cars of officers who worked 
during the strike also were 
damaged. 


In other developments, a se­ 
cond taxpayers suit was filed 
challenging Mayor Joseph Ali- 
oto's role in ending the walkout. 


Alioto defended his action 
Wednesday while visiting New 
York Mayor Abraham Beame, 
saying “civil war" would have 
broken out in San Francisco if 
he had heeded the advice of "an 
hysterical Board of Super­ 
visors" and called in state 
police. 


The leaders of the police 
walkout were served with con­ 
tempt charge orders Wednes­ 
day for disobeying a judge’s rul­ 
ing to stop picketing and return 
to their posts. They were told to 
appear in court Sept. 2 to ex­ 
plain why they should not be 
held in contempt. 
The officers are Sgt. Gerald 
Crowley, president of the 
Police Officers Association, 
picket captains Jack Delmas. 
Taraval Station. Karl Strom. 
Richmond Station, and Robert 
Rasmussen. Central Station. 
They would be fined $500„or 
sentenced to five days in jail.

1% cup sifted flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
Mi tsp. soda 
1 tsp. salt 
lVfe cup sugar 
Mi cup vegetable shortening 
1 cup milk 
2 large eggs 
2 squares chocolate, melted 
Measure and sift dry ingredients into mixer bowl. Add softened shortening 
and 2-3 cup of milk Beat at medium speed for 2 minutes, scraping sides of bowl 
frequently Add remaining 1-3 cup milk and the eggs. Mix 1 minute longer, then 
add chocolate and mix an additional minute. Batter will be thin. 
Pour into 2 eight-inch layer pans or an 8^-inch square pan. Bake at 350 
degrees, 30-35 minutes for the layers or 45-50 minutes for the square pan. Let 
cool before removing from pan. Frost with favorite icing.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In­ 
flation could fire up again and 
damage the nation’s economic 
recovery,

indication the economy was 
climbing from recession, but 
that there is “ a long way to go 
before we can all be satisfied "

‘pivotal’' economic recovery in 
the United States and other in­ 
dustrialized nations might be 
unleashed if the pattern of per­ 
sonal savings changes unex­ 
pectedly. 


A worldwide spending surge 
in 1973 followed by the 400 per 
cent rise in oil prices in early 
1974 led to the recession 


In the April-June quarter. 
Americans saved at an annual 
rate of 10.6 per cent of their 
after-tax earnings, contrasting 
sharply with rates of 6 6 per 


cent in 1972. 8 2 per cent in 1973 
and 7 9 per cent last year. 
With an estim ated annua, 
rate of $114 billion in personal 
savings, there is a potential for 
a sudden surge in consumer 
spending that would re-ignite 
inflation. 
For the first seven months of 
this year, net savings at federal 
savings banks went $17 billion 
higher than January to July, 
1974. a phenomenal surge of 340 
per cent. 
Morton expressed concern 
about potential troubles ahead 
in reviewing the July rise of 1.7 
per cent in the government’s in­ 
dex of leading economic in­ 
dicators.

Food profits 
growing fast 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Cor- 
porate food industry profits 
have grown faster proportion­ 
ately than any other segment of 
the consumer’s grocery bill 
since 1958, an Agriculture 
Department economist says. 
Profits are a relatively small 
portion of the $92 billion bill 
consumers paid for processing, 
handling and retailing their 
food in 1974, economist Terry 
Crawford said. 
But Crawford’s calculation of 
the costs in each unit of food 
purchased by consumers shows 
that while the farmer’s return 
per unit last year was up 90 per 
cent from 1958 and labor costs 
were up 89 per cent, pre-tax 
corporate profits were up 103 
per cent. 
The review by Crawford and 
economist Andrew Weiser said 
that, while per unit corporate 
food profits doubled, all other 
costs of food marketing includ­ 
ing taxes, depreciation, rent 
ami energy in 1974 were up only 
49 per cent from 1968.

The newspaper said expert 
tests indicated the former 
Team sters International union 
president, who vanished July 30 
after saying he planned to meet 
Giacalone for lunch, apparently 
occupied young G iacalone’s 
car 
The car, investigators said 
earlier, was borrowed the day 
Hoffa vanished by Hoffa s self­ 
described foster son, Charles 
“Chuckie" O’Brien 
O ’B r i e n ’s l a w y e r s a i d 
O’Brien was en route Wednes­ 
day from his Arkansas home to 
Florida and was not available 
for comment 
“That test,’’ he said, “ is what 
they do in the movies and this is 
not a movie." 
FBI agents seized the car 
Aug. 9 to test bloodstains on the

The stains later 
were identified as fish blood but 
agents kept the car for further 
tests. 
O’Brien has admitted he was 
in the area where Hoffa disap­ 
peared — outside a suburban 
Detroit restaurant — on the 
same day.

U.S. fleet said in 
atrocious condition 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Shaky rudders, rust, dirty pan­ 
tries. and thousands of other defects add up to a conclusion 
by Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., that the U.S. Naval fleet is in 
"atrocious condition " 
The Navy is awash in defects, Aspin said, disclosing some 
of the unclassified sections of inspection reports that turned 
up 10.801 defects on two submarines and 20 other ships 
FoT example, the Polaris sub Alexander Hamilton wiggles 
under water and its sister sub Nathan Hale is rusty and has a 
dirty pantry. 
“The Navy has been so busy spending money on new ships 
that it has neglected to maintain the present fleet. The U.S. 
fleet is in atrocious condition," Aspin said. 
He said the report showed the Nimitz, the Navy's newest 
nuclear-powered aircraft carrier commissioned in May, has 
air conditioning and heating vents that blow directly on the 
fire-alert system and could trigger the sprinkler system to 
flood one ammunition magazine. 
The Alexander Hamilton, commissioned in 1983, has an 
automatic ship control system that cannot regulate the 
ship’s depth during course changes and a rudder that 
oscillates 10 degrees to port and starboard, the Aspin report 
said. 
The Nathan Hale has 72 defects including rust, lack of 
paint and a dirty pantry. 
The Navy had no immediate comment. 
The Navy’s Board of Inspection and Survey studied the 22 
ships between March 28 and July 28. 1975 
Aspin said the Inspection Board considered the defects 
likely "to cause the ship to be unseaworthy, substantially 
reduce the ability of the ship to carry out her assigned mis­ 
sions. substantially reduce the effectiveness of personnel or 
essential material or cause serious injury to personnel or 
serious damage to important material." 


Coastal commission 
ready to buy lands 


INGLEWOOD (UPI) - The 
State Coastline Commission is 
ready to spend up to three-fifths 
of the money available for 
public land purchases along the 
California coast to buy property 
in highly urbanized Los Angeles 
and Orange counties.

Senate confirms new 
state safety chief 


BERKELEY (UPI) - This 
city’s firefighting force consist­ 
ed today of eight supervisors, 
with some help from university 
and state personnel. The rest of 
its firemen were on strike — 
and progress on settling the 
walkout appeared slow. 
The strikers and city officials 
resumed talks Wednesday 
night, but city manager John 
Taylor said the meeting failed 
“ to m ove us c lo se r on 
salaries." 
The firemen in this university 
city of 120,000 walked out Mon­ 
day when their demands for a 
16.5 pay increase, to boost the 
top scale for hosemen to 
$16,800, were turned down. 


Taylor said the negotiators 
would meet again today. He 
reported “some progress on the 
matter of work scheduling." 
The talks between the city 
council, state conciliators and 
officials of the International As­ 
sociation of Firefighters Local 
55 was the first since the strike 
started. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate Rules Committee has 
recommended confirmation of 
David L. Chambers as chief of 
the state Division of Industrial 
Safety after hearing charges by 
his former associates in the 
International Machinists Union. 
A1 J. Baffone, a long-time 
political opponent of Chambers 
in San Diego Machinist’s Local 
50, accused Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown J r.’s appointee of 
violating federal union election 
laws, beating union members, 
misusing pension funds "for his 
own personal gain" and “irre­ 
sponsible management." 
Chambers denied the charges 
at the Wednesday hearing and 
called Baffone "a master of 
smear.” 
Baffone said Chambers was 
"completely incompetent to 
take on the horrendous job of in­ 
dustrial safety for the entire 
state of California." 
"Maybe Mr. Baffone wants a 
three-ring circus here to em­ 
b a rra ss the g o v e rn o r.” 
Chambers said, adding later, 
"I’m not interested in washing 
dirty union laundry in public." 
Chambers was president of 
the local since he ousted Baf­ 
fone in a 1971 election. Buffano 
.originally had won the election 
but Chambers successfully 
challenged its legality and a 
new vote was taken. 


The state division enforces all 
state laws on the safety of 
working conditions and inspects 
elevators, tramways and radia­ 
tion equipment. 
The committee voted 4-0 to 
recommend that the full Senate 
confirm Chambers. Senate 
President Pro Tern James R. 
Mills, D-San Diego, committee 
chairman, was not present dur­ 
ing much of the hearing and did 
not cast a vote. 
The committee also recom­ 
mended on 3-0 votes the confir­ 
mation of Virginia M. Days as 
the first woman Veterans Af­ 
fairs director and Martin R. 
Glick, who became director of 
the Employment Development 
Department after James 
Lorenz was fired by the gover­ 
nor. 
Also approved on 3-0 votes 
were the nominations of G. 
Vernon Orr. former state direc­ 
tor of finance ir. the Reagan ad­ 
ministration, as a member of 
Board of Governors of the

Colleges, and Marion J. Woods 
as director of Benefit Pay­ 
ments. 
Sen. Nicholas Pétris, D- 
Oakland, said it seemed that 
Chambers was qualified to be 
head of the division and 
remarked that Baffone and two 
associates “brought a rather 
nasty family fight up here.”

Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post warned Wednesday that 
Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr.’s 
reorganization of the Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning jeop­ 
ardizes millions of dollars in 
federal crime-fighting grants to 
California 
In a report. Post agreed with 
many of Brown's criticisms of 
the office and its parent policy­ 
making organization, the Coun­ 
cil on Criminal Justice. 
But in the 65-page study 
released Wednesday, Post 
recommended that the crime- 
fighting agency, financed al­ 
most entirely by federal Safe 
Streets Act grants, could be 
restructured to make it more 
effective without threatened 
loss of funds.

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SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
Senate Finance Committee has 
approved 
Assembly-passed 
legislation to reduce the "pref­ 
erence income” tax shelter for 
wealthy taxpayers by $25 
million a year. 
The measure, which would af­ 
fect 6.000 of California’s 
wealthiest individuals who util­ 
ize such things as farm invest­ 
ments as tax shelters, was sent 
to the full Senate Wednesday on 
a 10-0 vote. 
The proposal (AB1206) by As­ 
semblyman Danie Boatwright, 
D-Concord, is one of four 
measures proposed by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. to end what 
he calls "special privileges for 
the few.” 


"Gov. Brown regards it as a 
move toward greater tax 
eq u ity,” testified state 
Business and Transportation 
Secretary Donald Bums. 
The proposal deals with five 
specific types of income which 
now are given a given a 
generous "preference” tax 
rate. This includes stock op­ 
tions, capital gains, reserves 
for bad debts, certain kinds of 
depreciation, and depletion 
allowances. 
Instead of the 1 per cent to 11 
per cent scale of tax rates 
charged on regular income, 
preference income is tax free 
on the first $30.000 and the rate 
is a flat 2Mi per cent for 
amounts over that.

WASHINGTON (U PI)-Sen, 
Frank Church, head of the 
Senate intelligence committee, 
says President Ford has 
changed the ground rules and

reasons, of secret testimony 
Wednesday from White House 
counsel Philip Buchen and 
General Services Administra­ 
tion chief Arthur Sampson. 
By court order, they have 
custody of the Nixon docu­ 
ments.

Church said, were 
documents relating to the 1970 
assassination of Gen. Rene 
Schneider.

California farm workers soon 
witl decide whether they will be 
represented by Cesar Chavez, 
the Teamsters or no union in 
hundreds of secret ballot elec­ 
tions provided by landmark 
legislation which took effect to­ 
day 
Californians hope the new law 
will restore peace to strife-torn 
fields, but growers and feuding 
unions already are attacking 
voting rules and a new state 
board created to oversee the 
elections. 
With lettuce, grapes and 
other crops entering their peak 
harvest season, the elections 
should begin in less than two 
weeks and will be scattered 
throughout California’s fertile 
valleys. 
Many of the first elections 
will occur in the Delano 
vineyards, scene of the 1965 
strike that catapulted Chavez to 
prominence and sparked a long 
nationwide grape boycott, and 
in the Salinas Valley, known as 
the nation's "salad bowl." 
Chavez, who marched 1,000 
miles through rural California 
this summer to recruit support 
among the state’s 250,000 
a g ric u ltu ra l 
w orkers, 
confidently predicts his United 
Farm Workers Union will win 
most of the elections, par­ 
ticularly in the Salinas Valley. 
It would be a much needed 


shot in the arm for the UFW, 
which has lost nearly 300 con­ 
tracts to the Teamsters since 
1970 and now has only 15. 
Chavez contends the Teamsters 
won contracts because they 
were in collusion with growers 
and once the workers are given 
a chance to vote freely they will 
choose the UFW. 
The Teamsters say they will 
retain most of their 400 con­ 
tracts and may even oust 
Chavez at a few ranches They 
point to a recent Teamster con­ 
tract for 30.000 workers that 
provided a 25 per cent increase 
in wages and fringe benefits.

used for bus experiment 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California legislature, which 
has spent $1.5 million fostering 
steam cars and buses, now is 
contemplating the use of tax­ 
payer funds for a hydrogen 
powered bus experiment. 
The 21-passenger minibus 
reportedly would be the first of 
its type in the world and 
theoretically would clean the 
air instead of polluting it. 
A Senate-passed bill by 
Senate President Pro Tern 
James R. Mills, D-San Diego, 
was amended without fanfare 
two weeks ago to include 
$125,000 in state money for the 
project. The measure (SB283) 
cleared 
the 
Assembly 
Transportation Committee and 
now is before the Ways and 
Means Committee. 
The money would go to Bill­ 
ings Energy Research Corp. of 
Provo, Utah, which would con­ 
vert a conventional bus for use 
in smog-ridden Riverside to 
transport senior, citizens in a 
“dial-a-ride” program. 
The firm demonstrated an ex­ 
perimental hydrogen powered 
car at the Capitol Wednesday. 
The car, which a California 
Highway Patrol inspector said 
was indeed smog-free, back­ 
fired a few times but otherwise 


drove smoothly. 
Earlier this year, the legisla­ 
ture provided $400,000 for the 
Air Resources Board to spend 
for developing “ a low-polluting, 
energy efficient alternative to 
the internal combustion en­ 
gine 
One leading lawmaker said 
the money likely would be used 
for development of a steam- 
powered mini-bus or van That 
would bring to about $2 million 
the amount of taxpayer funds 
the legislature has spent in re­ 
cent years for steam cars and- 
buses. None has resulted in 
commercial production plans 
Hydrogen has been used in a 
few experimental vehicles in 
the past, but it proved unaccep­ 
table for commercial produc­ 
tion because it was bulky to 
store and had the danger of ex­ 
plosion. 
The Utah firm has developed 
a new metal hydride system in 
which the hydrogen is stored 
compactly in small metal 
granules of iron and titanium 
which act like a sponge. If the 
vehicle should be hit in an acci­ 
dent, firm representatives said, 
the metal would spill on the 
ground but there would be no 
explosion.

"The air out of the exhaust is 
actually cleaner than ambient

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
author of an alcoholics' 
rehabilitation bill which would 
raise $34 million by increasing 
liquor taxes predicts legislative 
approval. 
Sen. Arlen Gregorio, D-San 
Mateo, made the statement 
Wednesday after the Assenqbly 
defeated amendments to the 
Senate-passed measure which 
would have reduced the amount 
of beer taxes added under the 
proposal. 
The bill (SB204) was sche­ 
duled to come before the As­ 
sembly for a final vote today. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has vowed not to allow a 
general tax increase during the 
first year of his administration. 
"I think the facts are pretty 
clear that it is not a general tax 
increase.” said Gregorio. “ I 
think a reasonable man will 
come to this conclusion.” 
The heavily-lobbied amend­ 
ment which would have cut 
down the amount of taxes on 
beer sales by about $14 million 
was defeated on a 21-42 As­ 
sembly vote. 
Assemblyman Robert E. 
Badham. R-Newport Beach, 
author of the amendment, said 
it could raise the cost of a six- 
pack of beer by 10 cents and a 
glass of the brew by 5 cents. 
He said the additional taxes 
would hurt "the working man 
who goes home and snaps open 
a can of beer and sits down to 
watch television.” 
Proponents said the measure 
would raise 70 per cent of the 
taxes from 15 per cent of the 
people who drink the most beer, 
wine and liquor. They con­ 
tended those were the ones who 
needed the expanded program 
to add more detoxification and 
treatment centers. 
Badham said very few people 
become alcoholics by drinking 
beer and the bill proposed that 
the beer industry pay nearly 
half of the tax increase.

Viking I finally 
on course to Mars 


PASADENA (U PI) - Viking 
I, finally on course for Mars 
and making up time lost by 
launch delays, raced at more 
than 10.000 miles an hour today 
toward a bicentennial touch­ 
down and search for life on the 
red planet 
A 12-second rocket burn 
Wednesday steered the space­ 
craft onto a "precision course.” 
Viking project manager J S. 
Martin Jr told reporters at the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
here, which controls space mis­ 
sions. 
"Viking I ..has performed in 
a superlative way.’’ Martin 
said "It has done everything 
it's supposed to do " 
He said Viking I may still 
make its original target date 
for landing on Mars — July 4. 
1976. the nation's 200th birthday 
— despite the nine day delay 
before it was launched last 
week, caused by battery 
problems and a faulty valve. 
Scientists had said earlier if 
Viking 1 intercepted Mars by 
June 19. the life-seeking lander 
could probably be launched to 
set down on the planet's surface 


July 4 
The rocket burn Wednesday 
shifted »he spacecraft onto a 
course that scientists said 
would bring it to within 3.450 
miles of Martian surface on 
June 19. From there it can be 
maneuvered into an orbit 932 
miles high. 
Wednesday's course correc­ 
tion was needed because Viking 
was deliberately launched on a 
path that would bypass Mars by 
200.000 miles, to prevent con­ 
tamination of the planet’s sur­ 
face by Earth organisms if 
scientists lost control of the 
spacecraft during launch. Only 
the lander was sterilized to pre­ 
vent it from transporting Earth 
bacteria to Mars then 
"discovering" it as a Martian 
life form. 
There is little for scientists to 
do now but routine monitoring 
as Viking coasts through 505 
million miles of space over the 
next 10 months. 
Viking II. scheduled to put 
another life seeking lander on 
Mars 60 days after Viking I, is 
to be launched from Cape 
Canaveral Monday. 


CLEVELAND (UPI)-Som e 
in the courtroom jeered, some 
were outraged, others were 
simply relieved. Five years 
after the Kent State shootings, 
a civil court jury decided 29 
defendants cannot be held liable 
for their actions that day. 
The jury, in a 9-3 decision 
Wednesday, absolved Gov. 
James Rhodes, former KSU 
President Robert White and 27 
former Ohio National Guard of­ 
ficers and men for their role in 
the May 4. 1970. shootings that 
left four dead and nine 
wounded. 
Plaintiffs indicated they may 
appeal. 
For some of the victims, the 
decision rekindled anger and 
frustration. 
"The jury gave a license to 
the government to shoot anyone 
who disagrees with them." said 
Elaine Holstein of New York 
City, mother of Jeffrey Miller, 
one of the four killed. "I can t 
believe this happened, but it 
happened.” 
Alan Canfora. shot in the 
wrist at Kent State, appeared 
stunned as the verdict was 
returned in his case. 
"This is an outrage." he said. 
"There's no justice."

Gamma globulin does not 
prevent a person from getting 
hepatitis but it can moderate

“Of course, it is every pitcher’s goal to 
pitch a no-hitter and I feel I’m going to 
get me one one day,” Montefusco con­ 
tinued “Say, did you know that before 
this game against the Expos I told some 
of my teammates I was going to strike 
out 15 batters?” 
Why 15. he was asked. 
“ Because the high this year was 13 and 
I figured I owed it to myself to do 
something someone else hasn't done,” 
was the Count’s snappy reply.

Hell, the four of us 
have won 33 games this year between us 
and that’s not bad, right?

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Connors 
defends 
Open title 


FOREST HILLS, N Y. (UPI) - Ac­ 
cused of “choking” by the man who beat 
him at Wimbledon, top-seeded Jimmy 
Connors begins defense of his U.S. Open 
title today and tries to recover some lost 
prestige while his former fiancee, Chris 
Evert, goes after a title which has eluded 
her for four years. 


Connors, who attained world No. 1 
status by winning at Wimbledon and 
Forest Hills in 1974 and then whipping 
John Newcombe and Rod Laver in tv 
spectacular's, has lost two of the three 
major titles he won last year. Newcombe 
beat Connors in the Australian Open final 
and Ar t hur Ashe downed him at 
Wimbledon this year. 
Ashe said Connors "choked” in their 
meeting two months ago but Connors 
shrugged off the accusation, saying he 
had merely lost a tennis match and ad­ 
ding that he was playing with tofn liga­ 
ments in his right knee. 
After a five week layoff. Connors is out 
now to recapture his position at the top 
of the tennis world and, perhaps, make 
Ashe choke on his words. 
Miss Evert has gained the semifinals 
four straight years but she never has 
been handed the roses. 
Today, a stronger and more mature 
Chris Evert was the all but unanimous 
choice to walk off the clay of the West 
Side Tennis Club with the championship. 
She starts her quest for the champion’s 
tiara by facing a dangerous, if unseeded, 
Lesley Hunt of Australia under the 
lights. Form er boyfriend Connors opens 
against Aussie Geoff Masters in the last 
of four Stadium day matches. 
Ashe, who won here in 1968, opened 
with a fumbling start against Victor 
Amaya. 
Looking far from a Wimbledon winner, 
the 32-year-old Ashe hacked out a 6-3, 7-6 
win over the University of Michigan 
player. 
Wednesday’s opening, played before 
the largest first day audience in Forest 
Hills history. 12,723, saw routine play, 
with all the seeds on the men’s-only 
program advancing. 
In addition to Ashe. Roscoe Tanner, 
Harold Solomon, Vitas Gerulaitis and 
Cliff Richey advanced among seeded 
players. 
Stan Smith, the champion here in 1971 
and once co-ranked No. 1 with Connors, 
had another disastrous outing, falling 6- 
4, 6-2, to New Zealand veteran Onny 
Parun in the first night match in U.S. 
Open history.

Tom Terrific goes 
for Cy Young

Tom Seaver had better make room on 
his wall for another Cy Young Award. 
The 30-year-old right-hander of the 
New York Mets, already a two-time win­ 
ner of the National League’s most 
coveted pitching trophy, continues to 
rank as the frontrunner in this year s 
balloting for the NL Cy Young Award 
after winning No. 19 Wednesday night in 
a 7-0 blanking of the San Diegc Padres. 
Seaver, who won the Cy Young Award 
in 1969 and in 1973, tossed a six-hitter and 
struck out 10 to take over the league lead 
with 194 while beating the Padres for the 
fourth time this season and the 18th time 
in 19 decisions over a four-year period 
“ I’ve probably thrown as hard in the . 
last two games as I have in the last two 
years,” said Seaver, who has rebounded 
this season from an 11-11 campaign in 
1974. 
“ Rube Walker (Mets’ pitching coach) 
chewed my butt out the last time I 
pitched against the Padres in New York 
and it was probably the best thing that 
ever happened to me. Coming out of the 
bullpen tonight. I had nothing at all and I 
told (catcher Jerry) Grote to mix them 
up a lot. I didn’t get into a groove until 
about the third inning." 
If Seaver, who has lost only seven 
games, wins the Cy Young Award this 
season, he would join Hall of Fam er 
Sandy Koufax as the only three-time win­ 
ner of the plaque. 
Seaver got plenty of batting support 
Wednesday night as the Mets pounded 
out 12 hits, including home runs by Dave 
Kingman, his 27th, and Rusty Staub, who 


hit a two-run shot which raised his runs 
batted in total to 90.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The Giants’ 
pitchers used to roll off the tongue so 
easily with nam es like Hubbell ... 
Schumacher ... Fitzsimmons ... and 
Parmelee ...and now you have Montefus­ 
co. D’Acquisto, Falcone and Halicki, a 
bunch of guys who stand for exactly what 
they sound like—trouble. 
Big trouble for all of San Francisco’s 
opponents next year. 
With a pitching staff built around John 
Montefusco, John D’Acquisto, Pete 
Falcone and Ed (No-Hit) Halicki, plus 
Jim Barr, it isn’t at all inconceivable the 
Giants could be in contention next year. 
None of those first four is older than 25. 
D’Acquisto, the National League’s 
rookie pitcher of the year in 1974, was out 
with an elbow injury most of this season 
but is expected back in action shortly. 
Falcone, only 21. had a fine year as a 
rookie this season, nearly turning in a no­ 
hitter against the Braves in June, and 
Halicki did get one in his last outing Sun­ 
day against the Mets. 
Best of all them, though, could be 
Montefusco, the colorful 25-year-old New 
Jersey right-hander they call “The 


Count.” He struck out 14 Wednesday 
beating Montreal 9-1 for his 11th victory 
and it was the fifth time this season he 
struck out 10 or more batters. 
Montefusco enjoys making predictions 
on games he’s going to pitch. Many of his 
predictions work out. Those make him 
happy. Some don’t. He doesn’t worry too 
much about them. The Count doesn’t 
worrv that much about anything, but that 
dbesn’t mean he isn’t out there bearing 
down, giving it the best he has in his skin­ 
ny 6-foot-l, 175-pound frame. He eats it up 
when other players challenge him, or say 
he can’t do something. Listen to him: 
“I beat the Dodgers 2-1 two months 
ago and Ron Cey said I wasn’t that good 
a pitcher and I’d never win 10 games in 
the big leagues,” says Montefusco. 
“Five days later, I got on the radio in 
San Francisco and predicted I’d shut out 
the Dodgers the next time I went against 
’em. I did the same thing in Los Angeles. 
On July Fourth, I pitched against ‘em 
and beat ‘em 1-0. After the game I said to 
the reporters: ‘this game was for Ron 
Cey It looks ltfce the only way I’m gonna 
win; 10 g$mes is to pitch against the 
Dodgers 10 tim es.’” .

Johnny Bench also helped The Count 
get a lot of ink. 
Montefusco struck out Bench three 
times in a game he shut out the Reds last 
year and feeling rather good about it, he 
said he’d probably strike out Bench four 
times the next time he faced him. The 
next time was this past July 31. Before 
the game Bench moseyed up to The 
Count and said to him, “you strike me 
out four times, and I’ll buy you a steak 
dinner.” 
The Count didn’t get any steak dinner. 
“I got bombed, knocked out in the se­ 
cond inning,” he owns up. “ Bench hit a 
500-foot homer off me. I think the ball is 
still going.” 
Montefusco’s team m ates needle him a 
lot, but they like him. 
I asked him whether he had any close 
friend and he said Ed Halicki was his 
best friend. 
But he gave the question some thought. 
“ My real best friend is a girl,” he said 
later. “Her name is Dory Samples, she’s 
25, and I think I don’t have any better 
friend than her.”

Top am ateu r golfer 


beaten in playoff 


RICHMOND. Va. (UPI) - 
Stan Price never dreamed of 
anything like this. 
Playing championship golf 
was the farthest thing from his 
mind earlier this year when 
Vinny Giles was winning the 
British Amateur title. 
Price, quite simply, wasn’t 
good enough 
For a few years. Price’s han­ 
dicap languished around seven 
or eight, compared to the limit 
of three needed to enter a 
championship like the U.S. 
Amateur. Last year, he cut it to 
five. 
This summer, Price finally 
got it down to two. 
And Wednesday, on Vinny 
Giles’ home course. Price 
eliminated him on the first ex­ 
tra hole in the second round of 
the 75th U.S. Amateur. 
"I can’t believe it," Price 
said. "I was just hoping to 
watch him, and maybe learn 
some things that would help 
make me a better player. And I 
didn’t want to embarrass 
myself, lose like 8 and 6 or 
something like that.” 
The victory by Price, a 23- 
year-old night student at the 
University of Pittsburgh who 
never before had played in a 
tournament outside western 
Pennsylvania, highlighted a day 
of surprises that reduced the 
Amateur field to 64 players 
known largely only to their own 
families. 
Besides Giles, five other ex­ 
empt players and several more 
with national reputations were 
beaten, some, like NCAA cham­ 
pion Jay Haas who squandered 
a five-hole lead, in bizarre 
fashion. 
But none of those upsets were 
of the magnitude of the loss by 
Giles, one of only a dozen men 
ever to win both the U.S. (in 
1972) and British amateur 
championships, playing on a 
home course he knows so well 
and in front of a large and

He 
who lives by the putter dies by 
the putter.” 


FOREST HILLS. N Y. (U PI) 
— Take a rest Stan Smith. 
That’s the advice lanky New 
Zealander Onny Parun offered 
the former U.S. and Wimbledon 
champion Wednesday night 
after he had destroyed Smith, 6- 
4. 6-2, in the first round of the 
1975 U .S . Open Cham ­ 
pionship. 
"Stan has a problem and he 
had better face up to it, and 
fast," said Parun. “ Sure, he’s 
losing matches, but it has 
nothing to do with confidence or 
poor form. Stan is hurting, and 
hurting bad.” 
Smith has tennis elbow. He 
has not talked about it, but it 
explains why he has not won a 
tournament in 12 months—his 
last victory was in Chicago in 
the summer of ’74. 
Smith conceded he has an in­ 
jury. “ It’s my elbow,” he said 
without elaborating. 
But Parun. who was wiped off 
the court in the court by Smith 
in the quarterfinals of this tour­ 
nament in 1973, was more out­ 
spoken. 
"He tried to hide in the locker 
room when he applies ice packs 
to his elbow But I get around a 
bit. I ’ve seen it. Before a 
match. After a match. Then 
he’s always having massage. 
Stan is probably playing at 60 
per cent of his ability right 
now.” 


Parun said he did not know 
how much rest Smith needed, 
but he was definite on one point. 
“ He needs a rest and as long as 
it takes to get himself fit. 
Otherwise, he’s going to be in 
big trouble.” 


Parun suggested that Smith’s 
injury is as serious as that 
which kept Australia’s Tony 
Roche out of the game for 2M2 
years. 
"I know it’s difficult to walk 


away from a game one loves, 
especially with the lucrative 
prize money at stake, but Stan 
must do it.” said Parun. 
Parun said a top pro needs to 
practice a minimum of three 
hours each day, but he thought 
Smith could manage no more 
than a half hour at a time. 
Smith took his defeat in the 
manner he had accepted 
championships—with style. 
"It’s no fun losing, obviously. 
Every so often it becomes a 
drag. But there is the excite­ 
ment of playing, and playing 
well. I’ve been at the top and I 
know I can get back there. 
"It’s human to have prob­ 
lems. I’m lucky in that mine 
have only developed recently. 
I'm sure I can work my way out 
of them.” 
The 29-year-old Smith said 
he's receiving advice from all 
quarters. 
"Why. even my Little League 
coach took it upon himself to 
write me a letter recently. It 
was good advice, too. He told 
me to go out and win.” 
Smith conceded it is becom­ 
ing tiresome losing and having 
to explain his losses, "But I ’m a 
pro and it’s all part of my job .” 
Smith said he ignores all the 
well-meaning advice, but he is 
in close contact with his former 
college coach. George Tolley, 
Pancho Segura and Dennis 
Ralston, the former U.S. Davis 
Cup captain.

Water entitlement 


The County Water Agency is 
hopping 
mad over an ar­ 
bitrary decision made recent­ 
ly by the S ta te Water 
Resources Director Ron Robie 
that says the county cannot 
transfer their entitlements to 
the State Water project until 
they need such entitlement. 
We join the Water Agency in 
objecting to this bureaucratic 
maneuver by the State. 
The County of Santa Bar­ 
bara has poured more than $2 
million into the State Water 
project on the basis that the 
county was buying “ in­ 
surance” that they would have 


the water pending an actual 
order and delivery. This com­ 
ing fiscal year, more than 
$600,000 will go towards t*»is 
“insurance” and it won’t be 
too long before the annual 
contribution will reach $1 
million. 
County taxpayers are not yet 
ready to vote at this time to 
pour more of their funds into a 
project that could cost $60 
million or more. 
Meanwhile, , water hungry 
Kern County could use this 
county’s entitlement — and 
pay for it. Their county seems 
bent on further development 


and can’t go much farther 
without water sources. 


The way we understand it, 
transferring the entitlement 
would not be a permanent 
situation. We would be dead 
against such a move if it were. 
The State Water Project water 
is our ace in the hole and we 
must not lose it. We see 
nothing wrong, however, in 
lending our entitlement at a 
TRB 
savings to the hard-pressed 
Santa Barbara County tax­ 
payer until we need it.

Reverting to form 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
A grim precedent 


SAN FRANCISCO - This beautiful 
city has been skirting the brink of really 
bad trouble with a police and firemen’s 
strike opening the way to a breakdown of 
law and order. Whether it has been 
averted as rival power blocs compete for 
supremacy it is too early to say. 
E x cep t for the 
drama of the police 
strike and the brief 
walkout of the firemen 
the situation here is a 
fa m ilia r 
one: 
deterioration of ser­ 
vices and the quality 
of life as the tax take 
falls behind constantly 
risin g 
dem ands 
augmented by the up­ 
ward spiral of infla­ 
tion. 
In the immediate 
aftermath of the strike what was most 
surprising was the relative calm in a city 
that was tops in 10 cities in the incidence 
of crime. With only 10 per cent of the 
police force on duty, most of them super­ 
visory personnel, reported crimes were 
scarcely more than normal despite sen­ 
sational newspaper headlines. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto held out against 
the mounting pressure of the county 
Board of Supervisors demanding in­ 
tervention by the National Guard or the 
State Patrol to save the city. The Board, 
with competing authority in the same 
contiguous area, fired off a telegram to 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. in 
Sacramento asking for immediate help. 
Alioto insisted they had no right to do 
this. 
In the end he used his emergency 
powers to give the public employes the 13 
per cent increase they asked. This 
caused an immediate outcry over the in­ 
flationary consequences of such a big 
pay hike. 
Governor Brown was sitting quiet and 
saying nothing although according to his 
executive secretary, Gary Davis, he has 
the authority to act in the kind of 
emergency presented by the walkout in 
San Francisco. 
To have sent in the state patrol or the 
National Guard might have touched off a 
conflict with the striking policemen, 
most of whom carried some arms as 
they walked the picket line. The result 
could have been internecine warfare in 
the city’s streets. 
As his restraint in the current drama 
demonstrated, Brown, in his short time 
in office since his election in 1974, has 
become one of the most paradoxical 
figures in American political life. 


He was looked on with dark suspicion 
by Republicans and conservative 
Democrats as a radical who would resort 
to the old formula of more welfare and 
more social services. 
Instead taking a hard look at the whole 
structure of government handouts, top 
heavy state payrolls and the squeeze on 
the tax payer he has called for a pause 
and perhaps an overhaul. 
As remarkable evidence of the change, 
Brown recently held a meeting with 15 of 
the state’s leading industrialists to dis­ 
cuss how to cut some of the red tape that 
has been an obstacle, according to the in­ 
dustrialists, in attracting new industry to 
California What with restrictive laws on 
pollution and in other areas, this state 
stands close to the bottom in bringing in 
industry. 
The industrialists were delighted with 
the governor’s attitude. One of them was 
David Packard, executive director of 
Hewlett-Packard, the electronics firm 
with worldwide operations, who is also 


President Ford’s finance campaign 
chairman. He speaks admiringly of the 
37-year-old governor. 
A committee of seven has been formed 
that will meet with Brown next month to 
consider how to clear away what the in­ 
dustrialists feel is a thicket of govern­ 
ment restriction impeding business 
development. Anyone predicting this 
development last January would have 
been regarded as a candidate for a 
lunatic asylum. 
This, it is hardly necessary to add, is 
no answer to the crisis of San Francisco. 
While the police strike was on, a delega­ 
tion of elderly women testified before a 
legislative committee in Sacramento to 
the “living hell” of the city’s streets. 
They have been so intimidated by 
repeated muggings that they are afraid 
to go to church or the grocery store. 
While the pay raise bought time, it is 
surely a stop gap. The precedent of a 
police strike has a sinister meaning for 
ail cities.

Sneak punches 


Attention is directed to the sneak 
punches being attempted by some 
members of the state legislature to 
achieve their aims. On August 11, there 
was introduced SB 1296. Two days later, 
despite the constitutional requirement 
for a 30-day waiting period, the bill was 
heard and approved by committee. 
The measure is of vast importance for 
it would put the state into the un­ 
precedented role of operating a business 
in competition with private industry. 
Yet, the fast introduction and quick hear­ 
ing left slight opportunity for the public 
voice to be heard. 
The author of the bill is Senator Alfred 
Alquist of San Jose. The chairman of the 
Senate Public Utilities, Transit and 
Energy Committee which gives the 
measure its quick hearing is Senator 
Alfred Alquist of San Jose. 
The bill proposes to authorize state 
ownership of natural gas. Alquist in­ 
troduced it as an urgency measure 
claiming prompt action was necessary to 
permit the state to compete for “these 
scarce resources” in the new discoveries 
in Alaska.

It 
failed to gain approval of the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee. That bill 
called for a state corporation to be 
formed to acquire both oil and natural 
gas. 
The Alquist bill merely avoids the con­ 
troversy over establishing a new state 
agency by giving the acquisition powers 
to the Public Utilities Commission. This 
in itself is a curiosity since none have 
been more bitterly critical of the PUC 
than Alquist. 
Without debating the merits of state 
ownership of energy resources, the idea 
of designating the PUC, which exists 
solely to control utility rates, as an 
owner and operator of energy sources in 
direct competition with private industry 
presents a most dangerous conflict of in­ 
terest. 
So Alquist seems to have joined the 
syndrome of those who seek to achieve 
their goals “come hell or highwater and 
the public be damned.” Those goals ap­ 
parently are to make the whipping boys 
out of the oil industry. They appear to 
have the design of convincing the public 
that all the miseries of mass unemploy­ 
ment and the woes of inflation can be 
placed at the doorsteps of “big oil.” The 
hope is that by legislative action directed 
against oil, the voters may mellow in 
their reactions against incumbents at the 
polls next year. 
Earlier this month, Alquist attempted 
another sneak punch. This involved AB 
1840 by freshman Assemblyman Terry 
Goggin, also affecting the energy in­ 
dustry. That bill was received in the 
Senate August 4 and approved by 
Alquist’s committee the following day 
despite requirements for four days 
notice to the public. No notice of the 
hearing was given. Asked about the 
quick hearing Alquist said the rules had 
been waived. He also said he didn’t know 
of any opposition since none'appeared 
before his committee. But the Assembly 
history clearly shows the bill barely pas­ 
sed the lower house, the vote oeing XT^ 
29. 
The quick maneuver didn’t work 
however for the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee ordered the Goggin bill returned to 
Alquist’s committee for proper hearing. 
Obviously, whether they feel the oil in­ 
dustry deserves some kicking around or 
not, there are still some senators who 
believe in fair play. They hold the view 
that no legislation is so important that 
the rights of the public can be trampled 
roughshod.

This month, Washington politicians 
and reporters have tried in vain to 
enliven a listless summer with one-year- 
ago-today reminiscences, from the 
House Judiciary Committee and other 
quarters, designed to call to mind the 
events leading up to President Nixon’s 
resignation. 
The product of that enterprise has 
been a spate of retrospective accounts, 
most of them offering no new insights, 
appearing under headlines such as 
“Rodino Looks Back at Impeachment 
Ordeal” and “A Year After, Members of 
Impeachment Panel Reflect.” 
At the same time, there has been little 
public interests in what the Judiciary 
Committee is up to this summer. The 
committee’s current doings show how 
much has — or, rather, has not — 
changed in the past year. Here is a small 
sample of what a one-year-later 
chronology might well look like: 
July 13: On this date in 1974, Philip A. 
Lacovara, counsel to the Watergate 
Special Prosecutor, appeared before the 
US Supreme Court to argue that Nixon 
should be compelled to surrender the 
tapes of his White House conversations 
to expedite a criminal investigation of 
the President and his staff. One year 
later. Lacovara was lobbying members 
of the Judiciary Committee on behalf of 
a pharmaceutical firm that opposes a 
pending bill giving the states new 
authority to sue for treble-damages on 
behalf of their citizens corporations that 
violate the Sherman and Clayton an­ 
titrust laws. 
July 24: One year ago, the Judiciary 
Committee concluded months of closed 
hearings on Nixon’s impeachment and 
opened proceedings to the public for the 
first time. That evening, millions of tv 
watchers were impressed by the com­ 
mittee’s thoughtful debate and somber 
acceptance of its constitutional respon­ 
sibilities. On the same date this year, the 
committee voted to emasculate two 
crucial sections of the antitrust bill, 
which had been the subject of extensive 
lobbying not only by Lacovara but also 
the senior officers of many of the 
nation’s largest corporations. 
July 27 : This was the date in 1974 when 
the Judiciary Committee took the 
historic action of voting 27-11 to forward 
to the full House the first article of im- 
C 
achment against Nixon. One year 
ter, the committee continued more 
than six months of total inaction on two 
crucial pieces of reform legislation: One 
requiring full public disclosure of lobby­ 
ing activities and expenditures and the 
other mandating financial disclosure on 
the part of all high ranking officials of 
the executive, legislative or judicial 
branches of the federal government. 
Several committee members said this 
year they were astounded by the con­ 
trast in Lacovara’s two roles. “It made 
me realize how far we’ve come, how dif­ 
ferent things are only one year later,” 
said one representative. But none of the 
legislators seemed to realize that they 
had undergone a similar metamorphosis. 
The committee’s response to the an­ 
titrust legislation mentioned above is 
revealing. 
The antitrust bill was the subject of 
heavy lobbying campaign by The 
Business Roundtable, a little known but 
in flu en tial org an izatio n whose 
membership includes the chief executive 
officers of the nation’s 150 largest cor­ 
porations. Com m ittee m em bers 
reported being beseeched by the presi­ 
dents, board chairmen and other senior 
officers of firms such as Continental 
Can, Greyhound, Kennecott Copper, 
Olin, Whirlpool, Ford, General Motors 
and US Steel. Lacovara, now with the 
New York law firm of Hughes, Hubbard 
& Reed, appeared on behalf of a client, 
the Bristol-Myers Co., a major producer 
of over-the-counter drugs: 
Within the committee, the leading 
proponent of The Business Roundtable’s 
position was the man who provided the 
most effective defense of Nixon one 
S 
ear e a rlie r. Rep. C harles E. 
iggins, a California Republican. His 
first success in gutting the measure 
came on an amendment to strike from 
the bill authorization for attorneys 
general to sue for antitrust damages in­ 
flicted upon the “general economy” of 
their states. Wiggins’ motion carried 13- 
6, with the support, not only of most of the 
Republicans but also the three southern 
Democrats whose endorsement of im­ 
peachment last year was turning point in 


that debate — Reps. Walter Flowers of 
Alabama, James R. Mann of South 
Carolina and Ray Thornton of Arkansas. 
Wiggins’ second success came on an 
18-12 vote in favor of his motion to amend 
the bill to specifically exclude payments 
of contingency fees to private attorneys 
retained by states to pursue antitrust 
cases. Only Ntw York and California 
have attorneys general offices with 
budgets and staffs large enough to sus­ 
tain their participation in antitrust 
litigation, which can last five years or 
more and cost millions of dollars. 
There is much less to report about the 
bills requiring financial disclosure by 
lobbyists and government officials 
because the Judiciary Committee has 
not held hearings on them even though 
they have been pending for more than 
half a year. Flowers, the chairman of the 
subcommittee that has jurisdiction over 
the legislation, emphasized that he has 
been “in the forefront of the reform 
movement” ever since last year’s im-

peachment decision, then proceeded to 
offer a variety of excuses for inaction on 
the bills, including his lack of 
enthusiasm for their concept of public 
accountability. 
In summary, there is disturbing 
evidence that what the public saw on 
television last summer does not typify 
the Judiciary Committee a year after 
impeachment. Perhaps the best ex­ 
planation of what has happened in that 
period came from the committee’s 
chairman. Rep Peter W. Rodino Jr., a 
New Jersey Democrat, in one of those 
one-year-later interviews with syn­ 
dicated columnist Mary McGrory: 
"We haven't learned the lesson of im­ 
peachment. Instead of thinking of what’s 
best for the county, we’re just thinking of 
the next election. We haven’t learned 
that if we are fair, and if we are decent 
and ther resolve to do what is right and 
make the people privvy to it, the people 
will understand and approve and ac­ 
cept.” 


Sadie Seymour! 


It didn’t get reported in the press, or 
hadn’t been at this writing, but friends 
and associates gave Sadie Seymour a 
fine sendoff for her retirement last 
Saturday in the Valley Club. The occa­ 
sion honored her for 15 years’ service to 
Lompoc Library. 
The 
P r o c to r s 
wanted to be there, 
too, but couldn’t 
because of an adven­ 
ture with an automatic 
electric yogurt maker. 
If 
th a t 
sounds 
mysterious, it wasn’t. 
M erely, th a t we 
bought it in Camarillo, 
found it defective 
when we arrived back 
home in Lompoc, and 
had to turn around and 
retrace our steps to 
get a replacement. When we finally got 
home after more than 400 miles of travel 
we were too bushed for social events. 
I’m told it was a fine affair. First of 
all, to understand some of the heart tug 
of Sadie’s retirement, be informed that 
she retired reluctantly. It was an exit 
mandated by the impersonal canons of 
state law. Despite, I’m told a vigorous 
objection from Ron Saladino, library 
board official, Sadie retired. She had 
reached the mandatory retirement age; 
she stillhandled withconsummate skill the 
multitude of tasks associated with her 
post as secretary to library director Paul 
Thompson, but the calendar has no built 
in device for correcting what is obvious­ 
ly a grievous wrong. The day had come, 
like a freight train headed down hill with 
no brakes, Sadie was eased out of her 
job. 
A verse, conjured up by Eugene 
McAllister, Lompoc’s poet laureate and 
only incidentally the author of the 
Record’s Rhyme Time feature, 
declared: “More important than doctors 
or lawyers or cooks. Or experts engaged 
in improving our looks. Or marshals or 
sheriffs who capture the crooks. Are the 
people who care for our library books. 
“You were taken for granted, as time 
sped along, Always quietly patient if 
something went wrong. Retirees say, 
‘Welcome,’ co-workers, ‘so-long;’ We 
are wishing you well on the wings of a 
song." 
Somewhere along in the program the 
assembled guests serenaded Sadie with 
several verses of a song that went like 
this: “Hel-lo Sadie ..Well Hel-lo, Sadie. 
It’s so nice to have you where you 
belong...You’re lookin' swell. Sadie. We 
can tell, Sadie you’ll be restin’ You’ll be 
sleepin’ You’ll be goin’ strong. We can’t 
help say in’... We wish you were stayin’ 
At your old haunt like way back 
when...But...Here’s our love, Sadie. Lots 
of Luck, Sadie...” And etc. Sounds a little 
like, “Hel-lo. Dollie " 
Sadie went to work for the library in 
1960. The librarian at that time was 
Theodora L. Johnson who is presently 
working at the public library in the City 
of Richmond. In a note to Thompson 
recalling the day, Johnson said, “She is a 
great secretary; and I am proud that she 
started when I was city librarian at Lom­ 
poc. We were all so proud of her. Please 
give her my best.” 
Johnson was succeeded by Robert 


Hart as librarian. Hart by Ed Hess; Hess 
by Ed Telfer, Telfer by Marie Wald and 
finally Thompson came on the scene. 
Sadie was acting librarian after Telfer 
and until Wald arrived and filled that in­ 
terim post again after Wald departed. 
This reporter recalls meeting Sadie for 
the first time when the library was 
located in the old Carnegie Library 
structure on South H Street. She was 
pleasant and helpful on that initial occa­ 
sion and she was never anything else. 
This reporter had occasion to call her 
many times over the years and usually 
with some weighty and hurry-up question 
that would have panicked a less selfpos­ 
sessed individual If she didn’t know the 
answer, she'd get it. Never once during 
those years did she fail to meet a request 
for heip And those years were filled with 
weighty events, librarians arriving and 
departing, and finally the construction of 
the new library. 
There has to be an end to this column, 
but I’m having trouble finding it.
